Liberty in each case has meant 
his return to criminal operations and each

Barks and business firms in nearly every 
large city of the United States have had 
occasion since 1919 to make the acquaipt- 
ance of this master forger, and acquaint- 
anceships have not been pleasant!y remem- 
dered. They have been too expensive. The 
Cass Avenue Bank of St. Louis met him 
once, but its employes didn't know they 
were meeting Harkins until the inatitution 
was out $224.55.

The appellation of “Tombstone Forger 
was acquired by Harkins as the result of 
one of his favorite maneuvera in getting at 
an office desk California monument deal- 
ers were swindled out of approximately 
375.000 before Harkins was given pause 
His technique was the most singular on rec- 
ord. He would go to a tombstone concern, 
ostensibly to select a monument for the 
grave of his dead wife Then, before ne- 
gotiations had proceeded far, he would be 
apparently overcome with grief and would 
weep copiously. Almost invariably he would 
be ushered into a private office to remain 
until he could control himself, but while 
there sobbing on the desk he would contrive 
to get a look at the proprietors signature 
and steal a biank check. Often he would 
obtain a canceled check and study the sig- 
nature at leisure Anyway, the incident 
would always end in the failure of the deal- 
er to make @ sale and a few days iater the 
firrn's bank account would turn up any- 
where from $100 to $1000 short. 


YHETHER or not it was really 
‘an injury that started Harkins 
on his career of crime, it is 
well Known that his plunge was sud- 
den and his pace rapid after it had 
started. As recently as 1918 he was one of 
the leading citizens of Las Vegas, Nevada, 
and serving his community as Justice of the 
Peace. Elected by an overwhelming major- 
ity, he was administering the duties of his 
office to the satisfaction of all his feliow 
citizens when the World War brought him 
an opportunity to gain admittance to the 
aviation branch of service He learned to 
fiy at the Military Air School, University of 
California, and after being commissioned 
Second Lieutenant at Wichita Falls, Texas, 
Was essigned to duty at Taliferro Field, near 
Fort Worth 
As a fiver he was fearless and s£0 ven. 
turesome that he was cautioned by his su- 
perior officers to be more careful in the 
handling of his craft The warning, how- 
ver, went unheeded, and Harkine crashed 
After a short stay in the hospital 
he went back into service and crashed again 
This time he was confined in a hospital! for 
several months and upon his discharge was 
transferred to the General Supply Depot at 
Garden City, Long Island. Here he was 
honorably discharged as a Second Lieuten: 
ant on December 21, 1918 
Harkins had no overseas service and the 
War Department records at Washington in- 
dicate he suffered no permanent disability 
from his fall He put in a claim for dis- 
abllity compensation and the records were 
sent to the regional office at San Francisco 


for investigation of-his case, but the matter

‘“Hoftman” first asked for a cashier's check 
for $1000, and offered the forged check in 
payment, with cash to make up the balance 
Before the cashier's check had been drawn. 
however, the man inquired if the bank could 
eupply him with travelers’ checks and upon 
being informed that it could, changed his 
order. He gave in exchange for them the 
forged check and several bills of $50 and 
$100 denomination. 

Nothing was thought of the transaction 
until the shop keepers discovered a day or 
two later that their rubber stamp had been 
stolen. Then they missed a bundle of can- 
celed checks which had been in the desk 
When they also discovered their bank ac- 
count had been cverdrawn about $1006 the 
light began to break They remembered 
the stranger who had eat at their desk to 
write a ietter and after investigation at the 
bank reported the matter tc the Burns de- 
tectives. Whatever mystery had existed was 
then cleared up. The Burns agency pre- 
duced a letter file filled to capacity with 
Harkins circulars, warnings and descrip- 
tions and nearly every one of them de- 
scribed some forgery in which the letter. 
writing pretext had been employed jhe 
chances were a thousand to one that the 
forger was Harkins, the detectives said, and 
when a rogues’ gallery picture of the former 
aviator was shown to the bank teller their 
supicions were confirmed.

His parents, Mr. and Mre 
William Harkins of San Jose, California, 
and hie brother, the Rev. H OD. Harkins 
of the same city, came forward with affida- 
vits declaring that the forger was insane 
and had been rendered irresponsible for 
his actions by an injury to his head. sus- 
tained tn the airplane accident. When Har- 
kins was brought into court he looked 
to quote one of his attorneys “crazier 
thar the craziest man in any asylum,”’ and 
a jury was quickly convinced that he was 
of unsound mind. He was then removed 
from San Quentin and placed in the State 
insane asylum at Agnew, California, but he 
remained there only a few weexs. He 
escaped from the place at night and a hos- 
pital attendant, Mrs. Edith Scofield, disap- 
peared at the same time . 

In his flight from California, Harkins 
left a characteristic tral! There came in 
rapid succession reports of colosea!l forgeries 
from a score of cities all the way from 
Arizona to Missour!, the trail leading 
through New. Mexico, Nevada, Utah, Colora- 
do and Kansas. It was on this trip that the 
Cass Avenue Bank made his acquaintance— 
and also the Commerce Trust Company of 
Kansas City, which was set back $5148 
by his visit Apparently he went south- 
ward from Kansas City to New Orleana, 
for he was picked up in the Louisiana 
metropolis on December 190, 1923, again in 
the company of a woman. It was through 
her that officere got on his trail and they 
took him into custody when he met her at 
a race track. The prisoner made no effort 
to minimize his exploits In fact, he was 
inclined to boast and even exhibited a diary 
containing a list of the cities he had visited 
with profit Virtually every state in the 
Union was represented, with Baitimore, 
Philadelphia. Washington, Kansas City, 
Havre de Grace and San Antonio designatcd 
as the scenes of some of the more import 
ant coups He never attempted to cash s@ 
check for less than $100, he asserted, and 
many of them were well over $1000 


OV HAT te the use of forging 
checks for small amounts 
when it is easier to cash one 
for a large amount’ he wanted to 
know “You walk into a bank with a 
check for a large amount and the officlais 
think you are ‘somebody, and they cash 
it without hesitation Lut walk in with a 
check for a small amount and, whether it 
is good or bad, they want to know your life 
history from the cradle up.’ 

After expounding this bit of philosophy, 
he volunteered to give the officers a dem- 
onstration to show just how easy it was 
for him to forge a check He copied thelr 
Signatures with such precision they were 
hardly able to pick out their own writing 
The upshot of thie arrest was that he was 
immediately etarted back to (the Agnew . 
asylum under guard. but near San Ber 
nardino he leaped from the speecing train 
and escaped 

Hie was next heard of in Fort Worth 
where he cashed two forged checks for $600 
each Then he started toward El Paso in 
an attempt to throw the officers off his 
trail. but was apprehended in Pecos, Texas 
when ‘rying to pase a forged express money 
While awaiting trial in the Fert 
Worth jail. however, Harkins and five oth 
er prisoners obtained steel sawe, cut their 
way out of their cells and escaped again 
Two were captured 10 hours later, but 
Harkins and two othere remained at liberty 
for eight monthe. The others sald Harkine 
planned the escape and got the saws by

And now its told, as it has not before been 
told, the true story of Evangeline, for she 
did not lose her lover in the way that the 
said, gxiiding past in the lee of the 
missing the boat in which Evange- 
line caine seeking. It is more poignant than 
ihe tale the poet told, for Gabriel was a 
faithless man and Fvangeline died of a 
broken heart. 

The true story is told by Judge Felix

In those be- 
ginnings also are foreshadowed the 
man and his art, for the fame that 
came to Franz von Defregger and the 
honors bestowed upon him were be- 
of the faithful pictures of 
Tyrolean iife he painted in after 
years. 

In the days of his childhood he had 
spent long hours along the brookside 
sketching with paper and pencil the 
familiar scenes.
